A history of Traverse Bays 
Telephone Company 


[Editor's note: Central Lake resident Julia | 


Sage authored this fascinating glimpse of 
the past] 


The history of the Traverse Bays Telephone 
Company is colorful and varied over the 
seventy-one years that it has served in Antrim 
County. 

The Company was originated by Arthur 
Williams in December 1896, at the time that the 
logging and lumbering industry was in full 
swing. The earliest records of the company at 
that time show that there were nine telephones 
in service: C.B. Ramsey; Davse Charise; 
Cameron Lumber Co. Store; Wallbzecht Bros.; 
Fisk Bros.; Liken Brown Lumber Co.; C.W. 
& M.R.R. Co.; M.W. Neukink, and the 
Cameron Lumber Co. officer. 

In 1897, the company gained nine new 
telephones. Long distance calling as we know 
it today was unheard of. Voice transmission 
with only one wire was limited to short 
distances. New names added to the list of 
subscribers were: Thurston Company; Dr. 
Thad Lewis; Guy S. Brown; M.E. Woolocher; 
W.C. McFarlan Store; W.W. Easton; W.C. 
Chamberlin; E.E. Noll; and Muckle and Devlin 
Saloon. 

At this time all essential parts of the 
telephone, such as transmitters, receivers and 
bells, were leased either from the manufacturer 
or from the Michigan Telephone Company of 
Detroit, a forerunner of the present Michigan 
Bell Company. All telephone parts had serial 
numbers and were rigidly controlled under the 
patents of Alexander Graham Bell. 

By 1900, the company had grown to 171 
telephones, with names such as the Central 


Lake Cigar Company and the Antrim County , 


Bank appearing for the first time. _ 

In September 1903, the company was 
incorporated under the name of Traverse Bays 
Telephone Company. It was capitalized at 


$4,000 and acknowledgment was made in the 


articles of incorporation that of this sum, only 
$1,070 had been raised. e 
The original signers and stockholders were: 


Frederick L. Church of Bank. Twp. Post

| ‘Theodore Guyer became the first President — 
and General Manager. At the time of filing the - 
_ articles of Association, Clark E. Densmore was 


the Clerk of the Antrim County Circuit Court. 


It is interesting to note that at this time the legal _ 


forms used were printed by the Independent 
Power Print Company of Bellaire. 

After September 1903, the company’s lines 
began to spread across Antrim County. A 
clipping of the Antrim County record of 
December 1903 reads: “Loads of material are 
passing through Bellaire. A line is being built 
from Bellaire to Torch River by way of Clam 
River and Alden. It will have 40 subscribers on 
it. Each subscriber will pay for his telephone 
and one-half mile of line. Total cost for each 
$37.50. Charges for telephone service will be 
$2.00 per year.” 

Records for a few years from this point are 
incomplete but we do know that the company 
grew rapidly with H.r. Maddocks the President 


“in 1912 and W.D. Hickin, Mgr. 


Leonard Armstrong became President in 
1914. R.L. Mason Manager in 1919. 

In 1921, B.R. Sage became Manager of 
Traverse Bays and guided the fortunes of the 
company through the depression years and 
several bad fires that destroyed critical parts of 
the telephone system in the early 20s, together 
with much of the business districts of Bellaire, 
Ellsworth and Rapid City. He ended his career 
in 1945, serving 438 subscribers. 

Next, K. B. Sage, son of B. R. Sage, 
assumed his duties and was appointed Manager 
of the Company. He immediately made plans 
for converting the area to dial service, a field in 
which he had been highly trained. 

It took nine years, a long, hard, and at times 
a most discouraging struggle, but finally his 
dream became a reality and in 1954 the 
company changed its operations from manual 
to dial with 958 telephones. 

Thirteen years later in Feb. 1967, with a total 
of 3,300 stations, all facilities were completely 
filled, many years ahead of schedule. 

It was time to re-invest and to expand. 
Consequently rather than having still a small 
company take this risk, a decision was made to 
terminate the services of Traverse bays 
Telephone Company. The business was sold to

Hunter safety courses make a big difference

“Mom, have you found out when the 
Hunter’s Safety class is yet?” was asked of me 
constantly this summer by my 12-year-old son 
Jamie as he prepared for his first hunting 
season. 

After practicing his shooting skills all 
summer at the trap and skeet range and an 
entire lifetime of following his mother through 
the woods, Jamie was almost ready to begin 
his life in the hunter’s world. 

The Hunter’s Safety program was begun in 
1946 by the former Department of 


Conservation to promote hunter education and 
safety in the field. It is required by a 1988 law 
as a prerequisite for anyone born after Jan. 1, 
1960 who want to hunt. 

Some 130,000 hunters have graduated from 
the classes offered all over Michigan. In 
conjunction with the fluorescent orange color 
law for small game and firearms deer season, 
Michigan is now a much safer state to hunt in. 

And that’s saying a lot. With firearms deer 
season right around the corner, 780,000 
hunters will be taking to the woods, most with 
high-powered rifles capable of hitting an object 
with deadly velocity 500 yards or more away. 

Lt. Harold Hammond, DNR District Law 


Supervisor, stated from his office in Gaylord 
they anticipate “less than 30 accidents statewide 
this deer season, with maybe four or five 
fatalities.” 

This is quite a change from back in the 30s, 
when with maybe 300,000 hunters in the fields 
during the autumn, an average 70 or 80 
accidents occurred each season and about 30 
fatalities. 

Compared to the 3 or 4 million hunters 
statewide in the field today, this is a dramatic 
improvement,” Hammond said. 

Lt. Bruce Gustafson of the DNR Law 
Enforcement and Safety Division in Lansing

said, “Statistically, you have a greater chance 
of being struck by lightning than being hurt in a 
hunting acCident in Michigan today.” 

Hunter’s Safety classes are generally offered 
in the fall prior to the opening of small game 
season. The Elk Rapids Sportsman’s Club, 
Central Lake VFW and Alba Sportsman’s Club 
all sponsored classes in September in Antrim 
County. 

These courses average two days in length 
with target shooting under DNR supervision 
and National Rifle Association specifications. 
Workbooks used teach safety laws and ethics, 
archery and firearms understanding and 
handling, and basic sportsman and 
conservation ethics. 

The courses are taught by trained volunteer 
instructors, all dedicated sportsmen. No fee is 
charged for the class which is available to 
anyone, regardless of age. After testing, 
graduates are issued their Hunter's Safety 
Certificate.

anywhere) who is wearing only an orange hat, 
or worse yet, sometimes no blaze orange at all. 
Someone facing their very first wild turkey 
season ever might even claim, “I’ve been 
hunting and fishing all my life. I don’t need 
any advice on how to be a safe turkey hunter.” 

Maybe everyone should be required to take a 
Hunter’s Safety course.

Should Central Lake 
Township’s only public 
access on the east.side of 
Intermediate Lake be 
vacated? 

A Nov. 5 public 
hearing on a circuit court 
petition requesting such 
action drew a standing- 
room-only crowd to the 
Government Center last 
week. 

At issue is a 33-foot 
Strip known as South 
Street. Platted around 
1912, the roadway never 
saw significant public 
use. Over the past eight 
decades, abutting neigh- 
bors have gradually 
encroached on the strip. 

Today, the township- 
owned property hosts a 
septic field, an under- 
ground = sprinkler 
system, a dumpster and 
a roadway leading back 
to otherwise inaccessible 
cottages on Alma 
Kingma’s Central [ake 
Cabanas property. 

In addition, part of 
Kingma’s garage pro- 
trudes over the southem 
boundary of the 
roadway. 

Kingma, one of the 


. plaintiffs in the case, 
- told

aware of the access 


road’s exis-tence when |

A subsequent survey 
identified the South 
Street strip as much 
closer than she had 
originally thought, but it 
was a recently installed 
sign identifying the land 
as a public access site 
that spurred her to 
action, she said. 


In ,their petition, 
Kingma and South 
Street’s other abutting 
property owners, Philip, 
Ewing and Anne 
Shahan, contend that “in 
attempting to utilize 
South Street for a public 
access or park, Defen- 
dant Central Lake 
Township will tum this 
once peaceful, serene 
and secluded residential 
area into an uncontrolled 
and obnoxiously loud, 
busy and otherwise 
intolerable 
thoroughfare.” 

The petition further 
notes the “absolute ab- 
sence of parking facili- 
ties,” and expresses con- 
cern about “an utterly 
intolerable deprecation to 
the property rights” of 
neighboring residents. 

It asks for relief in the 
form of release of the 
South Street title to 
Kingma and_ the 
Shahans, as well as 
_costs and attomey fees. 

In explaining the 
situation to the 70-plus 
members of the audi- 
ence,. attorney Jim 
Young stated, “The 
plaintiffs support their 
request with numerous 
statements and allega-

paragraphs say basically 
this: Since 


approximately 1911, the 
South Street site has 
been unused for any 
public purpose and has 
been under the sole and 
exclusive use of. the 
adjacent property own- 
ers; that no public 
monies have been spent 
on the area and that it 
has never been formally 
or otherwise accepted by 
any government agen- 
cy.” 

Young urged the 
audience to share any 
evidence supporting or 
refuting those claims. 

“Either way, the 
township needs to know 
the facts, because they 
must decide whether to 
contest this petition or 
not,” he noted. 

Audience comments 
ran substantially in favor 
of retaining the site for 
township use. Several 
individuals stated they 
had either bought or sold 
property with the South 
Street access promoted 
as a desirable feature. 

More than one com- 
mented that the land 
should be held “for the 
future — for our chil- 
dren.” 

“They’re not making

Mike Patrola said he

While some recollec- 
tions of regular usage in 
previous decades and a 
few possible examples 
of public agency 
spending were men- 
tioned, little concrete 
evidence to support a 
possible township- case 
was generated during the 
90-minute meeting. 

Central Lake Town- 
ship Supervisor Paul 
Vernon stated that a 
reply from the State 
Treasurer’s office (one 


of 27 defendents named 
in the case) indicated the 
state’s opposition to the 


plaintiffs’ requests. The. 


Sstate’s reply cited the 
plaintiffs’ failure to 


- Obtain a supporting reso- 


lution vacating South 
Street from Central Lake 
Township — a require- 
ment under Section 226 
of PA 288. 

As the meeting drew 


~ to aclose, Vernon asked 


for a show of hands and 
counted roughly 60 in 
favor of retaining the site 


‘and 10 in opposition. 


Cautioning the audi- 
ence that the battle to 
retain South Street could 
be an expensive one, 
Vernon stated that an 
extension of the original 
deadline would allow the 
new. board to delay a 
decision on the issue 
“until as soon after their 
Dec. 16 meeting as 
practicable.”

Lead based paints are a major s source of lead 
poisoning in children. Lad based paints were 
used in two-thirds of the homes built before 1940 

and one-half of the homes built from 1940-1960. 
Even some homes built after 1960 may contain 
heavily leaded paint. 

One way children are exposed to lead is by 
eating paint chips. Another even more common 
way is through ingesting orinhaling lead.dust that 
is created as lead-based paints peel from deterio- 
rating surfaces.
